The  Committee  has  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  Subscribers  the 
Annual  Balance  Sheet  from  the  ist  January  to  31st  December, 
1926. 

185  In-patients  were  treated  in  the  Home:  Private  Patients  13, 
and  Paying  Patients  130;  Free  55. 

20  Out-patients  have  been  treated — 1  for  three,  and  1  for  four 
weeks. 

The  number  of  Operations  performed  was  94. 

Accidents  40.  Anesthetics  1 17. 

The  charges  for  Patients  in  Private  Wards  remains  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  viz,  : — 4  guineas  per  week  (minimum). 

In  accordance  with  Rule  6,  the  following  Elected  Members  of  the 
Committee  retire  by  rotation,  and  are  eligible  for  re-election,  viz. : — 

Miss  Purchase,  Miss  Vickers,  Rev.  E.F.  M.  Vokes,  Rev.  S.  M. 
Allen,  Rev.  W.  B.  Corban.  A  vacancy  occurs  owing  to  the  depart¬ 
ure  of  Mr.  A.  H.  F.  Fish. 

The  Committee  records  with  great  regret  the  death  of  a  valued 
friend  and  helper — Major  Dalgety — who  was  one  of  the  trustees  of 
the  Hospital.  Col.  Burford-Hancock  succeeds  him  as  trustee. 
Major  Dalgety  has  left  a  legacy  of  £100  to  the  Hospital  which  has 
been  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 
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The  Committee  acknowledges  with  grateful  thanks  the  sum  of 
^57  5s-»  being  the  proceeds  from  a  Fancy  Dress  Ball  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  Alderman  F.  H.  and  Mrs. 
Dewing. 

The  Childrens’  Carnival  was  again  held  and  was  again  a  great 
success.  Instead  of  the  usual  Carnival  with  torch-light  procession, 
various  functions  were  arranged — Fancy  Fair,  Shopping  Week, 
Band  Contests,  etc.,  etc. — in  conjunction  with  Hospital  Day.  As 
will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer’s  statement,  a  splendid  result  was 
attained.  Qrateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  devoted  workers  who 
made  this  possible.  The  Committee  feels  that  it  must  place  on 
record  its  indebtedness  to  the  Rey.  E.  F.  M.  Vokes  who  organized 
these  functions,  and  to  Mrs.  McReath  who  rendered  him  such 
invaluable  assistance. 

The  Rummage  Sale  was  again  a  fruitful  source  of  income,  and 
Pound  Day  brought  in  a  supply  of  useful  gifts. 


In  May,  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Crosfield,  the  grounds  of 
Embley  Park  were  thrown  open  to  the  public  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Hospital.  Mr.  Crosfield  paid  all  costs  of  printing  and  advertising 
in  order  that  the  Hospital  might  receive  the  whole  of  the  proceeds. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crosfield  have  further  shown  their  personal  interest  in 
the  Hospital  by  investing  a  sum  of  £,250  for  its  benefit.

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—  RULES.  — 


1.  — The  Institution  shall  be  called  “The  Romsey  and  District 
Cottage  Hospital.” 

2.  — The  Government  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  shall  be  in 
the  hands  of  a  Committee  of  Management, 

3.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  consist  of  : — 

(<i)  The  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  the  Trustees. 

( b )  Representative  Members. 

(l c )  Elected  Members  and 

(l d )  Ex-Officio  Members. 


4. —  (a)  The  Representative  Members  shall  consist  of  one  Rep- 
presentative,  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  local  Branch  of  every 
Trade  or  Workers’  Union,  Association  or  Friendly  Society,  which 
shall  have  in  the  previous  year  subscribed  not  less  than  £5.  The 
Elected  Members  have  been  elected  by  the  subscribers  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  1921,  and  shall  be  re-elected  in  accordance  with  Rule  6. 


(6)  The  Elected  Members  shall  consist  of  at  least  seven  Men 
and  seven  Lady  Members,  all  Members  in  excess  of  14  to  be  either 
Men  or  Ladies  acording  to  the  result  of  the  Ballot.  To  give  effect 
to  this  after  the  Ballot  has  been  taken,  the  first  seven  Men  and  the 
first  seven  Ladies  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected.  The 
remaining  Members  necessary  to  complete  the  Committee  shall  then 
be  taken  in  order  of  precedence  of  the  votes  they  may  have  receiv- 
The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to  co-opt  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen  from  such  outlying  parishes  as  the  Committee  deem 
necessary  to  represent  such  parishes  on  the  Committee. 


5. — The  Mayor  of  Romsey 
member  of  the  Committee  of 
Medical  Men  practising  in  the 
members  of  the  Committee. 


shall  at  all  times  be  an  ex-officio 
Management.  All  duly  qualified 
Romsey  District  shall  be  ex-officio 


6. — One  third  of  the  Elected  Members  of  the  Committee  shall 
retire  annually  in  alphabetical  rotation,  but  shall  be  eligib  e  for 
re-election. 


7. — The  vacancies  on  the  Committee  of  Management  caused  by 
the  retirement  of  Members  in  accordance  with  Rule  6  shall  be 
filled  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers.  Subset  ibers 
(other  than  Benefit  Subset  ibers)  of  5/-  and  upwards  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote. 


8. — Any  Subscriber  entitled  to  vote  may  nominate  one  subscriber 
of  5/-  or  upwards  for  the  Committee  of  Management,  such  nomina¬ 
tion  to  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the  person  so  nominated 
stating  that  she  or  he  is  wilting  to  serve. 


9. — Should  there  be  more  nominations  than  vacancies  an  election 
by  balloting  papers  shall  take  place,  at  which  each  Subscriber 
entitled  to  vote  may  vote  for  as  many  candidates  as  there  are 
vacancies,  but  may  not  give  more  than  one  vote  for  any  single 
candidate. 


10. — No  Subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  unless  her  or  his 
Annual  Subscription  shall  have  been  paid  before  the  end  of  the 
Financial  Year,  or  in  the  case  of  a  New  Subscriber,  21  days  before 
the  Annual  Meeting. 


11.— Every  Subscriber  who  is  entitled  to  vote  shall  receive  not 
less  than  15  days  clear  notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  the  date  of 
which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 


12. — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  meet  at  least  once  a 
quarter,  and  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 


13. — The  Committee  of  Management  shall,  at  its  next  meeting 
after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  in  each  year,  elect  its 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee. 


14. — In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Elected 
Members  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  or  in  the  Office  of 
President,  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  a  new  Member  or  Officer  may 
be  elected  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  but  the  appointment 
shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Subscribers. 
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15- — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  elect  from  its  number 
an  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  it  on  all  matters  concerning  the 
Government  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  except  as  mentioned 
hereafter. 


1 6. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  six  Members,  of 
which  two  shall  be  Lady  Members  of  the  House  Committee.  The 
President,  the  Hon.  Treasurer  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  shall  be 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  members  shall  form 
a  quorum. 


17. — This  Committtee  shall  meet  as  frequently  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  at  each  meeting  of  the  Committee  ot  Management 
will  report  fully  on  the  work  carried  out  on  its  behalf. 


18.  — The  Executive  Committee  shall 

(1)  Examine  tenders  and  place  contracts  for  the  supply  of  food, 
clothing  and  necessaries  to  the  Institution,  and 

(2)  Have  and  may  exercise  all  powers  at  present  vested  in  the 
Committee  of  Management,  except  (a)  it  shall  have  no 
powers  to  alter  Rules  without  reference  to  the  Committee  of 
Management,  and  (6)  it  shall  have  power  to  fill  a  vacancy  in 
the  Committee  of  Management  or  among  the  Officers  of  the 
Institution. 

19.  — The  Committee  ot  Management  shall  annually  elect  fiom  its 
own  members  a  House  Committee  consisting  of  seven  Ladies.  The 
duties  of  such  House  Committee  shall  be 

(1)  To  take  charge  of  and  make  all  arrangements  in  connection 

with  the  domestic  administration  of  the  Home. 

(2)  To  report  generally  on  its  work  at  the  Quarterly  Meetings  of 

the  Committee  of  Management. 

(3)  To  inform  the  Executive  Committee  of  any  alterations  which 

it  may  considsr  to  be  desirable  in  the  regulations  for  the 
management  of  the  Home. 

(4)  To  give  notice  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  any  repairs  or 
re-decoration  or  alterations  that  it  may  consider  to  be  necessary 
or  desirable. 
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(s)  To  engage  the  necessary  nurses  and  servants  at  current  wages 
according  to  the  numbers  laid  down.  (It  is  thought  desirable 
to  affirm  that  the  appointment  of  Matron  should  lie  with  the 
Committee  of  Managements 

(6)  To  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  any  increase  or 
decrease  in  personnel  that  it  may  consider  desirable. 

(7)  To  audit  all  housekeeping  accounts  and  pass  them  to  the 
Treasurer  for  payment  once  a  month. 

(8)  To  arrange  that  one  of  their  Members  shall  visit  the  Hospital 
not  less  than  once  a  week,  and 

(9)  To  supervise  the  work  of  the  District  Nurse. 

20.  — All  duly  qualified  Medical  Men  practising  in  the  Romsey 
District  shall  be  ex-officio  Members  of  the  House  Committee. 

21.  — The  House  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  fortnight* 
Three  Members  shall  form  a  quorum. 


22. — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  publish  a  Report  and 
Balance  Sheet  annually,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  Subscricers.  A  copy  of  this  Report  shall  be  sent  to  each 
Member  of  the  Committee  of  Management  and  to  Annual  Subscri¬ 
bers  of  Five  Shillings  and  upwards. 


23.  — Regulations  for  the  Management  of  the  Institution  may  be 
drawn  up  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  who  shall  have  power 
from  time  to  time  to  add  to  or  annul  such  regulations. 

24.  — No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  these  Rules  unless  sanctioned 
by  two-thirds  of  those  present  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  summoned  for  that  purpose,  and  confirmed  at  a  Meeting 
of  Subscribers  summoned  for  that  purpose.
